Hundreds of 
landowners and residents would be displaced or impacted, and would face 
increased risks. Some of the most vulnerable residents of eastern NC 
will face most of the adverse impacts, with little or no chance of 
getting even temporary jobs, much less the long term economic 
development that ACP has claimed! Finally, hundreds of vulnerable 
streams, wetlands and rivers will be degraded for a project that isn't even 
needed, as energy demand has been flat in the southeast for years, and is 
expected to remain so. Any additional energy demand can be more than met 
by safer, more cost effective, more job-creating renewable energy and energy 
efficiency installations!
